James P. Goodrich, with headquarters 
in the State House at Indianapolis. 
If you do not register, whether you 
can serve or not, you are not doing 
your bit to help win the war—you are 
a slacker. 
A channel was needed to carry to 
the women the requests of the gov­ 
ernment. 
The plan aimed to do one partieu 
lar thing—to take in every woman. 
Women’s organizations in each state 
were asked to get together and form 
a 
permanent 
executive 
committee. 
The central 
state group should be 
duplicated in every county and every 
town, to pass on the word to the un­ 
organized 
groups, 
so 
that all 
the 
clubs, associations, 
churches, social 
agencies, 
teachers 
and 
individuals 
should be drawn in. 
In this State the Woman’s Commit­ 
tee was made a section of the State 
Council of Defense, by Chairman Will 
H. Hays, 
and was put under the 
chairmanship of 
Mrs. 
Anno Stude- 
baker. of South Bend. 
Quarters are maintained 
in 
the 
State Defense Council r ¡'inis, and a 
secretarial forte is constantly busy. 
By wav of this executive committee 
the groups all over the state are to 
be k*-p? in immediate tom h with the 
national < ommittee, and will receive 
from it direct such requests as the 
government may make. 
The channel has been created, but 
it must be dug deeper and broader— 
and the absence of your name will 
render it less effective. 
It is the 
clearing house through which all wo­ 
man’s work will pass. 
And it is the 
agency by which the government is 
co-ordinating 
the 
nations 
woman 
power. 
The W oman’s Committee will not 
be satisfied until it has in this state 
an organization so perfect that any 
piece of information or request from 
Washington can be spread over Indi­ 
ana in twenty-four hours' time and 
reach practically every Indiana wo­ 
man. 
Already there is a woman’s com 
mittee in every county of the state 
and these committees will appoint a 
local chairman for each community.

The remainder has been spent in the 
army cantonment and training sta­ 
tions in each of which a bureau of 
camp service has been established.

Because a good many people 
dottT understand the law and won’t 
know how to make out their returns, 
the government is sending in this of­ 
ficer to do it for them. 
But the duty 
is on the tax-payer t<> make himself 
known to the government. 
If he 
doesn't make return as required be­ 
fore March 1 he may hove to pay a 
penalty ranging from $20 to $1,000, 
pay a tine or go to jail. 
So il you 
don’t want to take chances on going 
to jail, you better call on the income 
tax man. 
If you are not sure about 
being subject to the tax, better ask 
him and make sure. Whether you see 
the income tax man or not, you must 
make return if subject to tax. 
Of course, 
persons resident 
in 
other counties may, if they want to, 
come and see tin* income tax man who 
will be at Seymour. 
The Collector suggests that every­ 
body start figuring up now his income 
and expenses so as to be ready with 
the figures when the expert arrives.
